S.G.A.  bucks 
administration

Last  week's  meeting  was 
somewhat  longer  than  usual. 
Amidst  some  heated  debate, 
several  motions  managed  to 
pass. 

The  Council  filled  yet  another 
vacant  seat  with  Jim  Carberry  as 
the  new  Junior  Class 
Representative.  His 
qualifications  include  working  on 
the  Jonathan  Edward  Concert 
and  being  the  former  treasurer  of 
the  Special  Education  Club. 

A  motion  by  Bernie  Schultz  was 
approved  to  convert  rooms  in 
either  Thompson  or  Miller  Hall 
into  a  sort  of  mini-hostel  where 
students  can  have  an  emergency 
place  to  sleep  if  they  need  to  stay 
the  night  on  campus. 

The  student  Government 
Council  also  unanimously  (24-0-0) 
decided  that  the  enforcement  of  a 
post-office  rule  constitutes 
censorship  of  campus  activities 
and  prohibits  the  flow  of  campus 
communications.  The  rule  states 
that  mail  going  into  the  boxes 
must  be  sanctioned  by  the  ad- 
ministration and  put  into  the 
boxes  only  by  the  salaried 
workers  behind  the  boxes. 
Although  Dean  Fitzgibbon  was 
there   to   hear   these   views,    it 


seems  unlikely  that  any  change 
will  follow  from  their  expression. 

An  ad-hoc  committee  will  study 
the  formation  of  a  Food  Co-op  or 
campus.  We  hope  the  idea  will  be 
well-studied  since  once  the 
benefits  to  the  students  are  fully 
realized,  it  will  be  obvious  that  its 
implementation    is    paramount. 

Finally,  the  council  approved 
the  controversial  Football  Club 
constitution.  There  was  some 
dissent  on  this  issue  since  the 
Club  membership  will  essentially 
be  exclusive  of  females  and  most 
males  on  campus.  However,  the 
club  might  receive  funding  from 
the  Student  Activity  Fee  paid  by 
all.  The  dissenting  council  per- 
sons felt  that  the  Football  Club 
should  be  funded  solely  by  the 
Athletic  Committee. 

To  these  objections,  Bob  Rich 
emphatically  stated  that  "We're 
voting  on  a  constitution  here,  not 
on  whether  they'll  get  any 
money!"  Bob's  sincere  backing 
for  the  motion  seemed  to  sway 
the  dissenting  and  undecided 
council  members  as  they  put 
•away  their  financial  con- 
siderations and  once  again 
showed  their  uniformity  of 
thought  and  decision  by  almost 
unanimously  approving  the 
motion  19-1-1.

Possible  solution 
to  parking  problem

To  both  the  resident  student  and  the  commuter  --  and 
probably  the  faculty  as  well  -  the  availability  of  adequate 
parking  is  a  problem  of  long  duration.  No  adequate  relief  may 
be  foreseen  (except  during  the  summer,  when  it  will  not  be 
needed).  This  problem  is  severely  aggravated  during  the  in- 
clement weather,  of  which  there  is  no  shortage. 

A  possible  solution  may  be  the  construction  of  a  multi-tiered 
parking  garage  adjacent  to  the  main  campus.  This  is  to  be  paid 
for  by  a  bond  issue  which  will  be  amortized  by  the  sale  of  annual 
parking  permits  to  authorized  personnel.  This  same  fee  will,  it 
is  proposed,  pay  salaries  of  attendants  as  well  as  custodians. 

After  payment  of  the  bonds  required,  the  fees  will  be  con- 
tinued. This  would  be  used  for  expansion,  if  needed,  or  diverted 
to  other  school  activities. 

It  is  believed  that  sheltered  parking  spaces  which  are  ac- 
tually available,  as  well  as  supervision  against  theft  or  van- 
dalism, would  be  welcome  -  even  with  the  required  fee. 

A  side  benefit  would  be  the  availability  of  transient  parking 
for  which  a  requirement  does  exist. 


Rally  draws  large  crowd

The  G-Lobby  of  the  Campus 
Center  was  alive  with  a  sizable 
number  of  students  and  faculty 
who  showed  up  for  the  SGA 
organized  rally  which  dealt  with 
the  faculty  strike  issue  March  3. 

"The  rally  was  primarily  to 
give  out  information.  There  have 
been  a  lot  of  meetings,  a  lot  of 
rumors,  and  a  lot  of  students  are 
concerned.  It  was  to  try  to  clear 
up  the  confusion,"  said  Walter 


King,  SGA  president. 

A  resolution  was  handed  out  at 
the  rally.  The  final  item  on  the 
list  clearly  states  the  SGA's 
position.  It  reads,  "Therefore,  be 
it  resolved  that  the  Fitchburg 
State  College  Student  Govern- 
ment Association  wholeheartedly 
encourages  the  signing  of  the 
salary  appropriation  by  the 
Governor,  and  support  the 
faculty  toward  their  goal,  but  not 
to  the  extent  of  the  relinquish- 


ment of  the  faculty's  professional 
responsibilities  on  the  campus." 

A  strike  is  not  condoned  by  SGA 
because  it  could  potentially 
jeopardize  the  graduation  date 
for  seniors;  it  would  disrupt  plans 
for  summer  jobs;  the  faculty 
have  allowed  the  students  no 
statutory  legitimacy  at  the 
bargaining  table;  and  a  strike  is 
illegal  explained  Walter  King.

Lunch  on  Wednesday,  March  2 
in  the  resident's  cafeteria  saw  a 
change  in  the  ordinary  routine 
with  a  make-your-own  sandwich 
deli.

On  Shortage 


Why  step  back  now?

How  does  it  feel  when  you're  down  on  the  ground  and 
someone  comes  up  to  you  and  says  "Gee.  that's  too  bad"  and 
proceeds  to  grind  you  down  a  little  further''  Well  that's  what 
Walley  King  has  done  by  supporting  the  teacher's  pay 

increases  but  not  their  striking  intentions. 

What  Mr.  King  is  refusing  to  realize  is  that  it  is  a  terribly 
hard  decision  for  the  faculty  to  make  to  strike.  The  faculty  itself 
would  not  support  a  strike  if  they  were  not  completely 
desperate. 

The  faculty  is  desperate  and  morale  is  very  low  for  a 
number  of  reasons.  First,  and  most  obvious  is  that  they  haven't 
received  a  raise  in  pay  for  38  months.  All  other  state  employes 
have  at  least  received  a  cost  of  living  adjustment  in  the  past 
three  tight,  budget  years.  Personally  I  am  astounded  that  our 
governor  has  set  a  priority  that  puts  the  State  College  system  at 
the  bottom  of  budget  increase  list. 

Second,  our  state  legislators  have  at  least  made  a  pittance 
available  for  raises  in  the  State  College  System  budget,  but  the 
governor  has  refused  as  of  yet  to  ask  for  the  money.  Even  if  it 
was  available,  it  is  an  unacceptable  amount. 

Third,  the  faculty  stands  to  lose  their  jobs  or  pay  if  they 
strike.  Strikes  are  illegal  for  state  college  professors  President 
Mara  told  the  SGA  that  if  and  when  the  faculty  strikes,  he  would 
immediately  withhold  their  pay  and  possibly  have  to  fire  them 
and  bring  in  scab  teachers.  The  president  also  promised  anxious 
students  that  replacements  would  be  found  for  striking  faculty 
within  a  week.  Students  really  have  little  to  fear  from  a  strike 
but  the  faculty  stand  to  lose  a  lot  by  taking  that  chance 

I  have  heard  students  say  that  a  strike  is  to  their  detriment 
since  they  would  have  to  go  to  school  this  summer  Not  true. 
Mara  has  promised  that  arrangements  will  be  made  to  prevent 
this 

At  a  time  when  our  teachers  are  afraid  and  uncertain  of  the 
future  and  their  decision  to  strike,  a  time  when  they  are  looking 
ahead  to  inadequate  salaries  for  the  next  decade,  our  student 
government  choses  to  withdraw  support  for  their  one  effective 
means  of  bargaining  with  the  state  government 

Collective  bargaining,  which  includes  striking,  is  the  one 
factor  that  has  enabled  labor  in  our  country  to  attain  better 
hours,  higher  wages,  and  safer  working  conditions  during  the 
past  century.  For  us  to  withdraw  our  support  of  the  faculty 
strike  is  not  only  callous  and  selfish,  but  a  giant  step  backwards 
in  labor  relations. 


To  the  Editor: 

For  years  prior  to  the  Nixon 
Administration  and  ever  since 
our  legislators  in  Washington. 
DC.  have  known  of  the 
possibilities  of  a  severe  shortage 
of  the  fossil  fuels  overtaking  our 
country,  they  did  little  or  nothing 
to  prepare  for  that  emergency. 

Nor  did  they  give  serious 
thought  to  using  coal  of  which  it 
has  been  estimated  we  have 
enough  for  heat  and  energy  to 
last  1000  years.  Nor  have  they 
appropriated  any  large  amount 
of  money  for  developing  solar 
energy. 

As  a  result  of  their  criminal 
negligence  millions  of  Americans 
have  suffered  needlessly  from 
the  cold,  loss  of  jobs  and  perhaps 
loss  of  their  homes.

FSC  &  Athletics 

Will  Fitchburg  State  College  ever  move  ahead 
in  the  field  of  athletics? 

The  consensus  on  this  campus  has  it  that  most 
students  would  prefer  not  to  pay  their  Athletic  Fee 
at  all.  They  claim  that  if  they  do  not  use  the  athletic 
facilities,  then  why  pay  the  fee?  I  agree  that  this 
may  be  sound  reasoning.  However,  the  real  reason 
for  their  thriftiness  seems  evaded.  Certainly,  a 
majority  of  college  community  members  are  not 
non-athletic.  For  example,  they  usually  like 
swimming,  handball,  basketball  and  even  jogging. 
Furthermore,  athletics  does  comprise  quite  a  bit  of 
recreational  activity.  Then  what  is  the  real  reason? 

Definitely,  Fitchburg  State  College  is  lacking 
with  regards  to  athletic  facilities.  For  the  most 
part,  students  often  can't  find  an  athletic  facility  to 
suit  their  interest.  A  new,  modern  gymnasium  is 
sorely  needed.  A  baseball  field  has  been  too  long  in 
coming  (if  indeed  it  ever  does  get  here  at  all).  An 
Olympic-size  swimming  pool  would  be  nice;  so 
would  handball  courts  for  that  matter.  While  other 
schools  across  the  country  utilize  their  athletic 
program  as  a  selling  point,  FSC  recruiters  must 
make  excuses  for  its  athletic  program.  Surely,  it 
will  improve,  the  recruiters  say.  But  will  it? 
Supposedly,  there  is  $15,000  lying  dormant  waiting 
to  be  used  to  equip  the  new  outdoor  track.  What  is 
happening? 

Last  spring,  an  Athletic  Fee  increase  was 
passed  by  the  Student  Government  Association 
Council  despite  internal  opposition.  Eventually 
after  passing  the  proper  channels,  the  State  College 
Board  of  Trustees  "rubber-stamped"  it  into  policy. 
Of  course,  any  time  the  students  desire  to  raise 
their  own  fees,  the  Board  of  Trustees  are  only  too 
happy  to  oblige  in  instituting  the  change.  At  any 
rate,  some  SGA  Councillors  -  this  writer  included  - 
felt  that  any  increase  would  be  beneficial  when 
surveying  existing  facilities  and  equipment.  In 
retrospect,  the  fee  increase  was  helpful.  The 
hockey  program  remained;  open  gym  hours  were 
augmented;  and  a  bonafide  weight  room  was 
established.  Still,  there  is  a  way  to  go  as  far  as 
athletic  program  revamping  is  concerned. 

The  RHETORIC  does  not  wish  to  indict  anyone. 
But  hopefully,  the  new  SGA  President  and  his 
Council  (to  be  elected  shortly)  will  look  more 
favorably  upon  FSC  athletics.  If  not,  FSC  athletics 
may  eventually  become  moribund.  Actually 
though,  the  descension  downward  from  the  present 
athletic  state  may  not  be  too  laborious.  Think  about 
it.

THEREFORE,  be  it  resolved 
that  the  Fitchburg  State  College 
student  Government  Association 
wholeheartedly  encourages  the 
signing  of  the  salary  ap- 
propriation by  the  Governor,  and 
support  the  faculty  toward  their 
goal,  but  not  to  the  extent  of  the 
relinquishment  of  the  faculty's 
professional  responsibilities  on 
the  campus.

On  Political  Action 

In  an  earlier  column,  I  mentioned  briefly  that  I  would  address  the 
readers  at  greater  length  on  the  matter  of  political  activity.  Now  is  the 
time  for  me  to  call  some  specifics  to  your  attention. 

In  1977  we  will  be  participating  in  a  local  election  for  the  city  of 
Fitchburg.  Following  this,  we  will  be  involved  with  the  state-wide 
elections  for  those  who  will  lead  the  executive  and  legislative  branches 
of  state  government  for  the  next  period.  These  particular  elections  are 
critical  to  all  of  the  community  members  of  Fitchburg  Slate  College, 
and  my  taking  the  time  to  address  this  matter  should  emphasize  the 
need  for  each  of  us  to  be  active  in  this  process. 

Fitchburg  State  College  is  one  of  the  most  important  assets  of  this 
city.  It  adds  enormously  to  the  cultural  and  social  life  of  Fitchburg. 
For  this  reason,  we  need  to  have  in  city  government  those  who 
recognize  our  value  and  who  want  Fitchburg  State  College  to  receive 
the  appropriate  recognition  as  the  very  strong  plus  that  it  is  to  this 
community.  Of  course  we  represent  at  times  a  problem  to  the  city.  We 
have  been  the  cause  of  irritation  with  our  parking  situation.  I'm  sur< 
that  as  individuals,  some  of  us  have  from  time  to  time  created  some 
minor  problem  for  the  city.  In  the  broadest  view,  however,  the  college 
is  such  an  important  part  of  the  life  of  the  Fitchburg  area  that  we  need 
to  see  that  both  the  Mayor's  office  and  the  City  Council  are  occupied  by 
people  who  speak  forcefully  in  support  of  our  college  in  recognition  for 
what  it  means  to  this  area. 

Every  student  faculty  member,  and  administrative  staff  or 
support  person  that  has  any  opportunity  to  participate  in  the  election 
process  in  Fitchburg  must  study  the  positions  of  the  candidates  and 
make  kpown  that  one  of  the  requisites  for  support  by  the  Fitchburg 
State  College  community  will  be  that  those  elected  can  be  counted  on 
to  support  the  college  in  its  needs  within  the  community.  It  is  my  hope 
that  each  of  us  will  become  intelligent  about  all  of  the  issues  that 
concern  the  citizens  of  the  city,  and  that  we  will  especially  support 
those  who  are  happy  to  say  that  they  appreciate  the  value  of  Fitchburg 
State  College  to  Fitchburg.  We  must  campaign  for  those  who  promise 
that  the  government  of  the  city  will  aid  the  college  in  the  furtherance 
of  its  goals  which,  after  all,  help  simultaneously  both  the  college  and 
the  citizens  of  Fitchburg. 

We  will  need  also  to  study  carefully  the  record  of  those  who  run  for 
state-wide  office.  The  college  had  a  disastrous  budget  in  the  fiscal  year 
of  1975.  We  made  some  slight  gains  heading  back  toward  a  workable 
budget  in  1976,  but  we  still  are  not  in  good  fiscal  position.  At  this  time 
the  governor  has  indicated  that  he  wishes  the  college  to  continue 
during  the  next  fiscal  year  with  what  he  calls  "level  funding."  The 
same  dollars  given  to  the  college  next  year  would  clearly  be  far  less 
than  level  funding.  In  addition,  he  has  stated  that  any  collective 
bargaining  agreements  that  are  consummated  must  be  paid  for  with 
our  existing  budget;  that  is  to  say,  that  the  governor  has  not  indicated 
a  plan  to  set  aside  the  necessary  millions  of  dollars  required  to  honor 
salary  increases  for  our  faculty  and  staff. 

It  may  be  too  early  in  the  spring  of  1977  to  make  judgments  about 
our  present  executive  officers.  We  will  need,  however,  to  watch  with 
great  care  the  executive  activities,  along  with  the  legislative 
responses  and  legislative  initiatives,  as  these  people  deal  with  the 
budget  for  higher  education  as  a  whole  and  Fitchburg  State  College  in 
particular. 

This  puts  a  special  burden  on  all  of  us  to  be  sure  mat  we  vigorously 
and  aggressively  support  those  people  running  for  state-wide  office  in 
1978  who  place  their  names  right  on  the  line  in  support  of  higher 
education— and  this  support  must  be  stated  with  specificity.  We 
cannot  as  citizen  voters,  with  a  special  interest  in  higher  education,  be 
seduced  by  mere  platitudes  from  those  who  profess  an  interest  in 
education  along  with  an  interest  in  motherhood  and  patriotism.  What 
we  need  is  a  guarantee  from  office  seekers  that  they  will  work  for  the 
passage  of  budgetary  appropriations  which  will  allow  Fitchburg  State 
College  to  do  its  jobs  in  the  education  of  its  students  for  our  present 
time  and  for  the  hundreds  of  students  who  will  be  joining  us  in  the 
years  ahead. 

I  am  asking  you  to  become  an  intelligent  special  interest  group. 
Special  interest  groups  are  an  appropriate  part  of  our  democratic 
process.  Higher  education  represents  such  a  legitimate  population.  As 
consumers  of  higher  education  at  the  student  level  and  as  providers  of 
services  in  higher  education  at  the  faculty  and  staff  level,  we  are  all 
directly  concerned  with  making  our  product  as  good  as  we  are  able. 
The  quality  of  our  performance  as  promoters  of  higher  education  has  a 
very  clear  relationship  to  our  ability  to  obtain  the  funds  to  do  the  job 
well.  Private  colleges  receive  their  support  through  tuition  and 
through  a  variety  of  grants  and  endowments.  Public  colleges  also  use 
tuition  and  grants,  but  the  grant  situation  is  not  so  good  in  the  public 
colleges  as  it  is  in  the  private  and  endowments  in  the  public  colleges 
are  practically  unheard  of.  We  need,  therefore,  direct  support  from 
elected  officials  in  order  to  accomplish  our  mission. 

I  urge  all  of  my  readers  to  become  good  students  of  the  political 
situation  in  the  weeks  and  months  ahead,  and  to  carefully  study  each 
of  the  candidates  pursuing  our  votes.  I  urge  you,  too,  to  become  ac- 
tivists in  campaigning  for  those  people  who  are  true  to  the  cause  of 
higher  education  and  especially  of  helping  Fitchburg  State  College  to 
continue  to  get  even  stronger  in  the  years  ahead.

Vitamin  E 

The  Controversial  Vitamin

Vitamin  E  has  recently  become 

a  household  word.  There  is  ten 

times   more   literature   on   this 

vitamin   than    all    the   others 

combined.  But  most  all  of  the 

claims  are  fruitless;  Vitamin  E  is 

still  a  mystery. 

The  only  verifiable  facts  from 
all  the  information  are:  1.  It  is  a 
required  vitamin.  2.  It  is  derived 
from  vegetable  oil.  3.  It  occurs 
naturally. 

The  role  of  Vitamin  E  in  the 
body  appears  to  be  related  en- 
tirely to  its  antioxidant  role  at  the 
intracellular  level.  It  is  highly 
efficient  in  preventing  ceil 
membrane  damage  from 
naturally  occurring  substances 
(peri  ox  ides  -  oxidants)  which 
have  been  suggested  as  playing  a 
role  in  the  aging  process. 

Vitamin  E  protects  both 
Vitamin  A  and  carotene  from 
destruction  by  oxidation, 
especially  in  the  alimentary 
tract.  Thus,  it  spares  the  supply 
of  Vitamin  A  available  to  the 
body.  It  also  has  a  stimulating 
effect  on  the  synthesis  of  Vitamin 
C  (ascorbic  acid)  in  liver 
microsomes.  This  Vitamin  C 
maintains  the  tissue  level  of  other 
vitamins  and  oxidates  most 
vitamins  in  the  tissues. 

Vitamin  E  is  fat  soluble  and 
stored  in  the  body.  There  have 
been  found  very  few  cases  where 
Vitamin  E  deficiency  existed.  In 
addition.  Vitamin  E  is  available 
in  over  forty  forms  with  different 
degrees  of  activity ;  however,  the 
most  commonly  active  form  is 
alpha  tocopherol  acetate.  None 
are  especialy  toxic  even  in  large 
doses. 

As  for  sources,  Vitamin  E 
comes  into  the  American  diet 
from  salad  oils,  margarine, 
beans,  fruits,  vegetables  (green 


leafy)  whole  grain,  and  wheat 
germ  oil.  The  recommended 
daily  amount  is  thirty  In- 
ternational Units  (IU)  of  Vitamin 
E  per  day  for  adult  men  and 
twenty-five  for  adult  women. 
Human  milk,  in  contrast  to  cow's 
milk,  has  sufficient  alpha 
tocopherol  to  meet  daily  infant 
requirements. 

In  general,  vitamins  come  into 
view  as  a  prophylactic  sup- 
plement during  illness;  certain 
stages  of  life;  and  in  certain  life 
styles. 

Natural  vs.  Synthetic 

According  to  most  experts  and 
the  Federal  Drug  Administration 
(FDA),  there  is  no  significant 
difference  bewteen  natural  and 
synthetic  vitamins.  In  fact,  the 
National  Formulary  states  that 
the  only  exception  is  "the  natural 
version  of  Vitamin  E  -  alpha 
tocopherol  -  is. 36  per  cent  more 
biologically  active  than  the 
synthetic  version!"  Therefore, 
more  weight  of  the  synthetic 
vitamin  is  needed  to  satisfy  the 
same  requirement  although  the 
active  ingredient  is  the  same. 

Vitamin  E  has  not  been  proven 
or  is  their  any  convincing 
evidence  that  Vitamin  E: 
A.  Increases  athletic  per- 
formance B.  Increases  sexual 
drive  and  potency.  C.  Increase 
longer  life  or  prevents  heart 
disease. 

In  closing,  the  FDA  comments 
that,  "there  is  no  scientific 
evidence  that  Vitamin  E  will  do 
any  of  the  dramatic  things  that 
are  being  claimed  for  it.  Most 
people  can  get  what  they  need 
through  a  well  balanced  diet." 

If  there  are  any  other  questions 
concerning  Vitamin  E  or  drugs  in 
general,  your  pharmacist  or 
doctor  should  be  consulted.

Final  men's  game

On  February  28,  after  just  two 
days'  rest,  the  men's  basketball 
team  met  North  Adams  State  at 
Parkison's  gym  for  a  thrilling 
game,  the  last  one  of  the  season. 
It  was  an  unusual  game  because 
we  do  not  see  too  often  just  one 
official  calling  a  game,  especially 
at  the  college  level.  A  mix  up  in 
scheduling  had  occurred; 
however,  the  sole  ref,  did  an 
outstanding  job  considering  the 
circumstances. 

In  spite  of  Fitchburg's  loss  to 
North  Adams  75-71  we  saw  the 
team  battle  from  behind,  three 
times ;  to  go  ahead  as  much  as  six 
points.  In  addition,  there  were 
some  outstanding  achievements 
on  offense. 

To  begin  with,  words  just  can't 
describe  the  desire  and 
motivation  for  basketball  that 
Pete  Previte  has  developed  for 
the  game.  He  plays  his  heart  out 
every  time  he  sets  foot  on  the 
court.  His  23  points  was  the  team 
high  for  the  night.  Dave 
Rochefort,  (Nick's  Roommate) 
too.  with  outside  shooting  tallied 
22  points  on  the  score  boards  for 
FSC 

In  the  first  half  of  the  game 
N.A.  quickly  jumped  to  a  seven 
point  lead,  and  it  was  catch-up 
ball  for  FSC  from  that  moment 
on  With  3:04  to  go  in  the  first  half 
the  Falcons  finally  took  the  lead 
with  an  outside  shot  by  Ed 
Romano  who  eventually  scored 
12  points  for  the  game. 

This  game  was  captain  Larry 
Purtill's  last,  at  FSC.  He  sparked 
the  team  with  his  leadership  and 
his  rebounding.  Furthermore, 
during  a  little  mix-up  with  the 
single  official,  he  actually  sank 
three  foul  shots  but  they  only 
counted  as  two  points.  With  three 
shots  to  make  two  points,  NCAA 
rules  are  becoming  NBA  rules. 

At  half  time  the  score  was  FSC 
38  and  N.A.  37.  North  Adams  was 
battling  with  everything  they 
had.  as  they  needed  the  win  to 
enter  into  the  ECAC  tournament 

Returning  for  the  second  half. 
FSC  controlled  the  ball  at  the 
jump  A  quick  flip  to  Cournoyer 
under  the  basket  followed  by  a 
fifteen  footer  improved  the  lead 
to  42.  FSC  began  to  run  and  it 
worked  to  their  advantage, 
scoring  two  more  baskets  for  a 


seven  point  lead. 
Momentum  stopped  however 
when  Hickey  received  a  technical 
foul  for  aggressive  basketball. 
Hickey  is  at  a  disadvantage  from 
the  start  since  his  height,  at  5'7" 
offers  no  alternative  but  for  him 
to  play  aggressively.  His  style  of 
play  has  changed  the  tempo  of 
the  game  to  Fitchburg's  favor  a 
number  of  times  throughout  the 
year.  He  is  an  exceptional 
ballplayer,  as  he  intimidates  the 
other  team,  and  then  runs  circles 
around  them  or  passes  off  for  a 
better  percentage  shot. 

The  lead  changed  hands  a 
number  of  times,  but  slowly  FSC 
fell  behind,  for  the  outcome  was 
evident  as  Hickey  fouled  out,  with 
4:45  to  go  in  the  game.  Nicks 
roommate  with  1:01  on  the  clock 
made  one  last  futile  dive  to  gain 
possession  of  the  loose  ball,  only 
to  receive  his  fifth  personal  foul. 
The  game  and  season  ended  with 
that. 

A  final  comment  from  the  faithful 
coach  Bob  Melillo:  "throughout 
the  year  we  lost  seven  ball 
players,  which  undoubtably  has 
hurt  the  team.  However, 
recruiting  looks  good  for  next 
year's  team.  I  realize  that  people 
have  been  patient  with  me  and 
next  year  should  prove  more 
promising."  He  sums  up  by 
saying,  "you  can't  get  blood  out 
of  a  rock."

College  worth: 
a  closer  look 

This  is  the  first  of  a  series  of  articles  concerning  higher 
education. 

Introduction: 
Is  College  Worth  It? 

Colleges  and  universities  are  faced  with  a  new  challenge-the 
arguments  of  some  publicists,  politicians  and  researchers  that  a 
college  education  is  not  worthwhile. 

This  is  one  reason  why  hard-pressed  governments  in  many 
states  are  cutting  back  financial  support  for  colleges  in  terms  of 
constant  dollars  per  student.  Some  governments  are  placing 
ceilings  on  enrollments  and  tightening  up  admissions.  A  great 
many  are  raising  tuition.  Some  are  cutting  back  on  programs 
for  part-time  and  older  students  at  the  very  time  when  more 
such  students  are  applying  -  often  because  full-time  college  is 
too  expensive. 

Similarly,  few  state  government  leaders  or  educators  ap- 
pear to  know  there  has  been  a  precipitous  drop  in  the  college- 
going  rate  of  young  epople  in  recent  years,  in  good  part  because 
of  rising  tuition  and  other  student  costs.  No  state  is  apparently 
studying  this  decline  in  college  attendance. 

Arguments  about  the  declining  value  of  a  college  education, 
usually  presented  in  a  very  oversimplified  form,  play  into  the 
hands  of  some  state  officials,  anxious  to  cut  spending  for 
budgetary  or  political  reasons.  Some  appear  to  have  picked  up 
slogans  that  "college  isn't  worth  it  anyway"  or  that  "too  many 
graduates  are  driving  cabs."  Others  believe,  in  complete 
contradiction  to  the  evidence,  that  there  is  enough  federal  and 
state  student  aid  to  help  any  needy  person  who  wants  to  go  to 
college.  "Prove  your  graduates  can  get  jobs,"  is  being  heard  in 
many  state  capitals.  Further,  widespread  public  disillusion- 
ment with  government  and  other  institutions  at  all  levels  is  also 
affecting  higher  education. 

The  new  arguments  against  college  range  from  emotional 
outbursts,  some  coming  from  the  extreme  left  or  extreme  right, 
to  highly  technical  analyses  of  the  "rates  of  return"  on  college 
as  an  investment  compared  to  business  investments.  To  many  in 
the  media  and  in  government,  these  arguments  tend  to  blur 
together  and  create  a  generally  unfavorable  climate  of  opinion 
toward  higher  education.

High  costs  blamed 
on  car  insurance 


Auto  theft  is  one  of  the  factors 
which  have  sent  insurance  rates 
skyrocketing.  Massachusetts  is 
faced  with  one  of  the  highest  auto 
theft  rates  in  the  nation.  This  has 
prompted  Massachusetts  law  and 
motor  vehicle  officials  to  seek 
solutions  to  relieve 

Massachusetts  car  owners, 
drivers,  car  leasing  agencies  of 
the  ever  increasing  insurance 
rates. 

A  new  regulation 

Massachusetts  General  Laws.  2- 
77,  Section  4(d),  Chapter  175E, 
allows  for  a  reduction  in 
premium  charges  for  private 
passenger  and  certain  com- 
mercial motor  vehicles  equipped 
with  an   anti-theft   mechanism. 

Article  IV  of  Regulation  2-77 
reads  as  follows:

A  very  different  Zappa  Album.  The  essence 
of  the  strangeness  was  somewhat  difficult  to 
decipher;  however,  after  a  long  ponder.  I  think 
I  can  put  it  in  the  proverbial  nutshell. 

No  two  Zappa  albums  are  ever  alike,  but 
they  do  share  the  same  perverse  humor  and 
innovative  musical  expertise.  This  sameness 
never  stood  in  the  way  of  progress  -  each  new 
release  seemed  to  surpass  its  predecessor  in 
some  way.  for  Zappa  is  ever  experimenting 
toward  perfection. 

'Zoot  Allures'  has  the  perverseness.  and 
seeming  madness,  of  the  earlier  LPs.  and  the 
themes  reflect  the  same  obscure  quality  of  old  - 
-  only  the  mood  has  changed. 

F.Z.'s  mode  of  expression  has  grown  away 
from  the  straight-forward,  circus  approach,  to 
become  a  more  serious,  morbid,  and  at  times 
depressing  lurical  and  musical  style. 

His  subjects  have  taken  on  a  mask  of  ab- 
straction. The  titles  are  also  a  bit  more  exotic 
than  usual,  and  the  musical  tone  is  con- 
siderably more  low-key. 

'The  Torture  Never  Stops.'  for  example. 


employs  all  the  feeling  and  imagery  of  a  Poe 
story,  combined  with  Zappa's  nasty  cynicism  - 
thus  creating  a  rather  heavy,  erotic,  eery 
derivative.  1  think  the  theme  here  concerns  a 
rock  concert. 

Most  enjoyable,  as  always,  are  the  in- 
strumental pieces.  The  'new  mode'  seems  to 
have  oozed  in  here  too.  as  these  variations  have 
assumed  a  blues  nuance-away  from  the 
straight,  progressive  jazz  of  the  Mothers. 

Zappa  plays  most  of  the  instruments  in  the 
studio  performed  cuts;  however,  there  are 
some  old  Mothers  people  and  some  new  ad- 
ditions helping  out  vocally  as  well  as  in- 
strumentally  here  and  there 

'Black  Napkins.'  a  blues  guitar  piece,  was 
recorded  live  in  Osaka.  Japan  during  the  1976 
tour  with  the  Mothers;  and  an  old  1970  tune 
called  'The  Winderful  Wino'  are  the  only 
nostalgic  ties  in  the  collection. 

From  'Black  Napkins'  to  'Disco  Boy.'  with 
all  the  strength  of  an  'adult  male  mudshark' 
between,  the  total  effect  of  'Zoot  Allures'  is 
really  quite  powerful  It  clearly  marks  a  tur- 
ning point  in  F.Z.'s  lengthy  and  successful 
career

The  director  of  a  Mind  Control 
Institute  in  New  York  City, 
Mapes  began  with  the  in- 
troduction, "Good  evening  and 
welcome.  My  name  is  Jim 
Mapes."  It  may  hve  been  the  only 
believable  happening  that  oc- 
curred in  the  next  two  hours  of 
what  Mapes  termed  "fun." 

Aimed  at  securing  absolute 
relaxation  from  the  audience, 
Mapes  often  had  the  students  in 
attendance  visualizing  squares  or 
cubes  (varying  colors)  after 
shutting  their  eyes.  Most  of  the 
students  present  seemed  relaxed 
enough;  even  their  interlocked 
hands  couldn't  be  pulled  apart. 
That's  relaxation! 

Mapes  played  various  games 
before  actually  hypnotizing 
students.  He  wasn't  always 
successful  but  who's  perfect.  At 
least,  he  didn't  burn  a  twenty- 
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dollar  bill  in  one  of  his  acts.  The 
money  was  not  his  own;  it  was 
borrowed  from  one  of  the 
students  in  the  audience.  Mapes 
claims  that  he  had  lost  $1380  to 
date  from  that  one  routine. 

The  highlight  of  the  evening 
came  when  about  18  students 
were  hypnotized  on  the 
auditorium  stage  before  the  large 
audience.  Of  course,  the  crowd 
beneath  the  stage  also  con- 
tributed willing  participants  for 
hypnosis.  Mapes  provided  some 
extraordinarily  diversified  post- 
hypnotic suggestions.  He  had  one 
blonde-haired  girl  collecting 
pennies  for  the  Salvation  Army 
(she  later  smoked  a  cigarette 
(legal)  and  got  stoned);  another 
girl  played  with  her  rubber  nose; 
and  still  others  stripped,  tap 
danced,  played  Tarzan,  and  so 
on.  One  girl  even  lost  the  number 
7  entirely.  "1,2,3,4,5,6,8,9,10,"  she 
answered  when  Mapes  asked  her 


to  count  to  ten.  Later,  she  lost  her 
seventh  finger  at  Mapes' 
request;  however,  Mapes 
returned  it  when  she  was  on  the 
verge  of  tears.  I  imagine  that 
Mapes  did  not  want  the  girl  to 
bite  him  again. 

Certainly,  James  Mapes  is  a 
dynamic  performer  via  his 
hypnotic  act.  It  is  indeed  a  shame 
that  he  really  desires  to  be  an 
actor  rather  than  a  hypnotist.  For 
anyone  like  Mapes  who  regards 
Rasputin  as  his  favorite  hyp- 
notist, must  never  leave  the  field 
of  hypnosis.  (Mapes  might  just 
get  into  politics  and  govern- 
ment.) It  would  definitely  be  a 
blow  to  the  hypnotic  profession. 
It's  comparable  to  Dave  Cowens 
leaving  the  game  of  basketball  to 
become  a  race  track  ad- 
ministrator.

Reactions  vary  to 
'A  Star  is  Born' 
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"It  was  all  right."  "Different 
from  any  other  Streisand 
movie."  "Loved  Kris  Kristof- 
ferson." "Good  but  drawbacks." 
"Great!" 

Above  are  just  a  few  of  FSC 
students  reactions  to  the  movie 
"A  Star  Is  Born"  starring  Barbra 
Steisand  and  Kris  Kristofferson. 
Although  an  undisputed  smash 
over  in  England,  the  critical 
reviews  from  America  are 
mostly  negative. 

Having  nothing  better  to  do  one 
day  over  semester  break,  my 
mother  (we've  bridged  the  gap), 
a  friend  and  I  decided  to  go  see 
this  new  Streisand  flick.  As  was 
quoted  earlier  from  Sue,  "It  was 
different  from  any  other 
Streisand  movie."  The  emphasis 
was  on  realism  rather  than 
comedy.  It  contained  the  three 
additives  popular  to  day's  public  - 
booze,  drugs,  and  sex.  The  theme 
was  also  geared  to  the  interest  of 
today's  younger  'R-rated' 
moviegoing  class.  Popular  rock- 
star  John  Norman  (Kris 
Kristofferson)  comes  by  chance 
upon  virtually  unknown  singer 
Esther  Hoffman  (Barbra 
Streisand),  and  at  the  expense  of 
his  own  career,  sends  her  along 
the  road  of  fame  and  fortune. 

The  movie  deals  mainly  (and  at 
great  length)  with  the  life  the 
rock-star  leads.  Never  having 
been  one  myself,  I  don't  know 
how  accurately  it  portrayed  the 
style  of  living,  but  the  movie 
showed  John  Norman  (Kris) 
swigging  from  a  half-empty 
bottle  before  appearing  in  con- 
cert. Possible,  right?  Yet  just 
before  he  goes  on  stage,  he  snorts 
some  cocaine,  (try  explaining 
what  and  why  this  'star'  is 
inhaling  white  powder  before  a 
concert  to  your  mother 
sometime...) 

After  this  concert  scene,  which 
included  Kris  Kristofferson 
singing  (not  long  though  -  he  may 
have  charisma,  but  his  voice  is 
gravelly  and  sounds  like  a  cough 
is  developing  in  his  throat),  he 
takes  off  from  his  fans  and  goes 
to  a  small  club  where  he  meets 
Esther  Hoffman  (Barbra 
Streisand).       Although       the 


relationship  gets  off  to  a  bad 
start,  things  soon  get  better.  John 
Norman  takes  an  avid  interest  in 
her  career,  and  after  careful 
coaching  (During)  which  time 
they  become  'close'  and  he  starts 
straightening  out)  he  decides  she 
is  ready  and  gives  Esther  her  big 
chance.  Of  course,  she  is  an 
immediate  success  of  course?  of 
course  -  it's  Barbra  Streisand, 
you  know),  and  from  here  it's  the 
rising  of  one  star,  and  the  gradual 
estinguishment  of  another. 

The  movie  does  try  hard  for 
realism.  It  attempts  and  suc- 
ceeds for  the  most  part  in  cap- 
turing the  excitement  of  a  con- 
cert, the  demands  of  the  public 
upon  its  idols,  the  joy  of  success, 
and  the  pain  of  rejection. 

Barbra  Streisand  said  herself 
that  this  movie  would  show 
different  facets  to  her  per- 
sonality, and  she  was  right.  It  is 
hard  to  separate  the  previous 
conceptions  of  her  ("What's  Up, 
Doc?"  "Funny  Girl"  etc.)  from 
the  image  she  portrays  in  "A  Star 
Is  Born"  (modern  rock-star). 

As  for  Kris  Kristofferson,  he 
seemed  well  suited  for  the  part  he 
played,  and  did  a  good  job.  The 
character  never  appeared  in- 
consistent with  his  personality  - 
he  looks  tough  but  capable  of  the 
tenderness  he  sometimes  shows. 

The  movie  is  a  good  way  to 
spend  some  time,  but  if  you  see 
this  one,  plan  on  a  lot  of  time. 
Many  cases  of  "fanny  fatique" 
were  reported,  and  a  number  of 
soggy  kleenex's  were  found 
under  seats.  There  are  plenty  of 
good  songs,  the  plot  though  old  is 
good,  and  the  direction  and  ef- 
fects are  both  geared  toward 
audience  pleasure. 

This  is  not  a  movie  for 
everyone,  some  love  it.  some  hate 
it,  some  are  undecided.  Those 
who  hate  it  most  are  those  who 
spend  $3.50  apiece  for  tickets  - 
and  have  nothing  to  show  or  say 
for  the  movie  except  empty 
popcorn  boxes  and  imbedded  seat 
prints.  The  undetermines  hit  the 
bargain  matinee  and  don't  care. 
The  ones  who  like  it  are  those  who 
enjoy  a  movie  that  makes  them 
cry.

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FSC  bloodmobile 
judged  a  success

After  a  two-day  collection  of 
blood  on  campus,  the  Red  Cross 
blood  program  reports  that  a 
total  of  311  pints  of  blood  were 
collected.  An  additional  41  people 
were  temporarily  deferred  from 
donating  because  of  colds  and 
various  other  problems.  This  two- 
day  total  of  352  people  is  a  fan- 
tastic response  and  rates  as  one 
of  the  tops  in  central 
Massachusetts  colleges. 

The  adverse  weather  con- 
ditions have  hurt  the  Red  Cross 
as  many  places  have  been  forced 
to  cancel  their  bloodmobiles. 
Responses  such  as  the  one  that 
the  Red  Cross  received  from  FSC 
will  help  restore  state  blood  in- 
ventory to  a  more  normal  level. 

As  an  employe  of  the  blood 
program  in  the  blood  distribution 
department,  I  can  tell  you  it's  a 


good  feeling  to  know  that  there  is 
blood  in  our  refrigerators  on  hand 
when  a  hospital  call  for  it.  Your 
blood  is  needed  and  is  used.  The 
blood  program  can  separate  your 
blood  into  various  components 
which  can  benefit  up  to  five 
different  people.  Even  if  you  have 
a  common  type  of  blood,  the 
demand  for  it  is  greater  so  you 
too  are  needed. 

The  Red  Cross  thanks  you  for 
your  donations  and  I'm  sure  the 
people  who  benefit  from  your 
blood  also  thank  you. 

I  would  like  to  thank  all  those 
who  helped  out  with  running  the 
bloodmobile.  Many  students 
volunteered  a  whole  day,  and 
keep  coming  back  to  each 
bloodmobile.  In  the  past  four 
years,  the  bloodmobiles  have 
been  well  received  and  very 
successful.  Again  I  would  like  to 
thank  all  those  involved.

To  make  a  long  story 
short,  the  owner  of  this  discount 
shop  told  the  customer  there 
wasn't  anything  he  could  do 
about  it.  It  would  be  up  to  the 
customer  to  get  it  fixed.  This 
radio  was  some  brand  I  had 
never  heard  of. 

Another  recent  occurance 
similar  to  this  is  that  of  a  relative 
of  mine,  my  brother.  He  had 
some  what  better  luck  than  the 
above  person,  but  still  has  had 
quite  a  bit  of  trouble.  My  brother 
purchased  his  radio  from  a 
furniture  company.  His  good  luck 
has  been  that  this  place  has 
replaced  his  original  CB  radio 
twice  and  his  power  converter 
once.

The  best  place  to 
make  your  purchase  is  an 
electronics  store.  These  people 
service  what  they  sell,  and  the 
prices  are  reasonable

On  elections 


The  time  is  fast  approaching 
for  campus-wide  elections.  When 
they  take  place,  you're  also  going 
to  be  asked  to  approve  a  S2.50  per 
semester  increase  in  the  Student 
Activities  Fee.  Student  Govern- 
ment recently  voted  unanimously 
in  favor  of  such  an  increase  but 
left  it  subject  to  approval  by 
referendum,  of  you  the  students. 
It's  important  that  you  know  why 
we  feel  that  the  increase  is  a 
necessary  one. 

Traditionally.  student 
governments  are  hesitant  to  raise 
activity  fees.  The  perfect 
example  is  in  our  own  case  --  we 
haven't  raised  our  activity  fee 
since  1964  yet  meanwhile,  you  all 
know  what  inflation  has  done! 

FSC  has  at  this  moment,  the 
lowest  fee  in  the  State  College 
System  At  the  same  time  our 
campus  activities  have  grown 
tremendously.

In  addition,  this  money  funds  the 
Rhetoric,  the  yearbook  and  the 
clubs  on  campus  who  incidently 
requested  a  total  of  $34,000  this 
year  but  received  only  $12,500. 

We  all  agree  that  another  fee 
increase  is  not  the  most 
desireable  thing,  but  we  also 
have  to  consider  the  situation  as 
presented.  If  S.G.A  is  to  continue 
to  offer  the  spectrum  of  services 
and  programming  presently 
available,  then  it  needs  the  extra 
$2.50  from  you.

Men's  varsity  team  drops 
game  to  Salem  State

On  February  26.  FSC  (Men's 
varsity  Basketball  team  > 
dropped  a  game  to  Salem  State 
76-66.  in  what  proved  to  be  more 
of  a  football  match  than  a 
basketball  game.  In  a  packed 
gym.  the  spectators  watched  the 
Falcons  play  as  rough  as  football 
players  by  delivering  35  team 
fouls  before  the  game  was  over. 
Salem  added  22  more  fouls,  for  an 
unusually  high  total  of  57. 

These  fouls  w  ould  prove  costly 
from  the  beginning  of  the  game. 
Seven  minutes  into  the  game 
Dave  Cournoyer  quickly  got 
three  fouls  called  on  him.  Coach 
Melillo  made  the  right  decision 
by  pulling  Cournoyer  and 
replacing  him  with  guard  Mark 
Gatti  for  additional  ball  control. 
Yet  it  was  evident  as  the 
ballgame  progressed  in  the  first 
half,  that  ball  control  would  not 
be  enough  to  win  the  ballgame 
Fitchburg  needed  that  missing 
height;  therefore.  John  Quist 
entered  the  game  to  give  the 
Falcons  added  rebounding 
strength. 

There  were  some  bright 
moments  as  a  result.  Ed 
Romano's  magnificent  efforts  on 
offense  and  defesne  simply  could 


not  go  unnoticed  during  the 
game.  His  offensive  contribution 
of  10  points  was  far  .out- 
shadowed  by  his  outstanding 
defensive  ability  to  rebound  and 
cause  opponent  turnovers.  Dave 
Rochefort's  game  was  equally 
astonishing,  shooting  in  seven 
baskets  for  14  points.  Being  only  a 
freshman  guard  and  an  ex- 
ceptional athlete,  he'll  definitely 
be  an  asset  to  the  team  next  year. 

Captain  of  the  Falcons  Larry 
Purtill  scored  12  points  and  also 
came  up  with  six  Salem  tur- 
novers. 

In  the  second  half  of  the  game 
however,  fouls  again  plagued 
FSC.  they  seemed  to  be  con- 
tagious. Soon  there  were  three 
players  with  three  fouls  on  ihem; 
Paul  Hickey,  Larry  Purtill.  and 
Pete  Previte. 

Moreover.  Falcons  play  was 
crude,  as  Fitchburg  managed  to 
turn  over  the  ball  eight  times 
within  the  first  three  and  a  half 
minutes.  It  wasn't  until  four 
minutes  into  the  half  that  the 
Falcons  scored  their  first  basket, 
but  by  then  Salem  was  ahead  by 
10  points.  In  spite  of  the  tension 
and  objections  in  the  crowd  over 


debatable  calls  by  the  officials, 
the  team  still  had  to  face  reality ; 
they  were  behind  and  had  to  do 
something  about  it.  But  it  was  too 
late,  and  as  the  game  slowly 
came  to  an  end.  Fitchburg's 
players  started  fouling  out. 

The  tragic  moment  occurred 
w  hen  Previte.  w  as  the  first  to  foul 
out.  followed  by  Rochefort. 
Purtill.  Hickey  and  Gatti. 
Romano,  who  had  injured  his 
ankle  early  in  the  second  half, 
came  back  into  the  game  giving  it 
his  second  effort,  but  it  was  too 
late. 

Finally,  the  hoop  team  should 
be  a  really  different  story  next 
year  with  a  group  of  well 
experienced  hoopsters  coming 
back.

James  Mapes,  a  world 
renowned  hypnotist  "mystified, 
tantalized,  and  hypnotized  the 
audience  as  the  preview 
promised,  at  a  recent  visit  to 
FSC.  When  the  evening  was  half 
over  the  audience  was  divided 
into  two  groups,  those  people  who 
were  hypnotized  and  those  who 
were  not.  The  people  who  stayed 
awake  know  what  went  on  from 
an  outsider's  perspective,  but 
those  who  were  hypnotized  left 
the  auditorium  bonded  by  a  type 
of  camaradie  stemming  from 
their  mutual  experience. 

The  art  of  hypnotism  is  an 
inherently  mysterious  topic, 
especially  to  one  who  has  never 
been  hypnotized.  A  plethora  of 
myths  and  misconceptions 
surround  the  hypnotist  and 
further  enhance  his  status  as  a 
somewhat  shadowy  figure.  Yet, 
the  people  who  were  hypnotized 
described  Mapes  as  a  gentle 
person,  a  sort  of  friend. 

"Actually,  you  do  it  (become 
hypnotized)  willingly,  you  have 
to  trust  the  Guy  trust  isssential," 
said  Kurt  Nikitas.  A  similiar 
statement  was  made  by  Maggie 
O'Doherty,  who  said,  "I  really 
wanted  to  be  hypnotized,  I 
trusted  him." 

What's  It  Like? 

What  was  it  like  to  be  hyp- 
notized? "I  can  compare  it  to 
being  stoned  but  with  your  eyes 
shut.  I  was  totally  aware  and 
listening.  The  thing  is  you  don't 
care.  You  wake  up  and  want  to  do 
what  he  says,"  said  Dave  Lewis, 
a  freshman. 

"All  I  remember  is  hearing  his 
voice,  I  don't  remember  anything 
else,"  said  Kathie  Chory,  a 
sophomore.  "It  felt  almost  like 
being  drunk,  but  not  really,  I  was 
light  headed,"  said  Chris 
Osborne,  a  freshman. 

Of  the  five  people  interviewed 
only  one  has  negative  feelings 
about  being  hypnotized.

Dr.  A.  Orin  Leonard,  Associate 
Professor  in  the  Behavioral 
Sciences  Department,  has  just 
been  named  Chairman  of  the 
Legislative  Committee  for  the 
Massachusetts  Sociological 
Association.  He  previously 
served  as  a  member-at-large  of 
the  Executive  Committee  of  the 
Association  and  has  served  as  a 
member  of  the  Committee  on 
Awards      of       the      Eastern 


Sociological  Society. 

The  Legislative  Committee  will 
include  five  regional  groups 
which  extend  into  Rhode  Island. 
New  Hampshire,  and  Vermont. 
With  respect  to  the 
Massachusetts  Legislature  it  is 
charged  with  developing  contacts 
between  legislators  and 
sociologists,  informing 
legislators  of  sociological  data  or 
principles    pertinent    to    issues 


under  consideration  and  per- 
forming a  watch-dog  service  to 
inform  association  members 
about  legislation  of  interest  to 
them. 

In  recent  years  the 
association's  Legislative  Com- 
mittee has  been  instrumental  in 
relation  to  legislation  in  the 
Woman's  Rights  area,  anti- 
discrimination bills,  and  a  formal 
recognition    of    the    role    of 


sociologists. 

Dr.  Leonard  will  be  able  to  call 
on  a  good  number  of 
distinguished  sociologists  to 
serve  in  various  capacities  on 
this  committee.  An  immediate 
function  of  the  committee  is  to 
promote  interest  in  the  "Science 
Network"  of  the  Legislative 
Research  Council  which  is 
basically  a  roster  of  qualified 
professional  to  serve  as  con- 
sultants.

Regulations  explained 


PRIVACY  AND  CONFIDENTIALITY  REGULATIONS 

PURSUANT  TO  FAIR  INFORMATION  PRACTICES  ACT. 

Section  I  -  Intent 

These  regulations  are  promulgated  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  General  Laws 
Chapters  73  and  15,  Section  20A,  and  the  requirements  of  General  Laws  Chapters  66A, 
30  (Section  63)  and  Chapter  214  (Section  3B),  all  as  inserted  by  Chapter  776  of  the  Acts 
of  1975,  the  Fair  Information  Practices  Act  (FIPA).  The  procedures  set  forth  herein 
provide  for  the  manner  in  which  members  of  the  college  community  and  others  shall 
have  access  to  personal  data  in  the  possession  of  the  State  College  System.  Specific 
procedures  are  included  relating  to  the  following: 

The  maintenance  and  safeguarding  of  personal  records. 

Personnel  who  are  responsible  for  record  keeping; 

Personnel  who  have  access  16  personal  records; 

Procedures  for  the  dissemination    of  pesonal  records. 

These  regulations,  made  in  accordance  with  those  for  the  Massachusetts  State 
College  System,  may  be  examined  at  the  offices  of  the  Deans  of  the  College  and  of  the 
F.I. P. A.  Administrator. 

In  order  to  comply  with  the  spirit  of  the  law.  an  appeal  procedure  is  included  to 
assure  that  members  of  the  college  community  who  are  aggrieved  have  an  avenue  of 
appeal  to  pursue  a  just  resolution  of  their  complaint.  A  compliance  procedure  assures 
system  wide  adherence  to  this  policy  in  providing  a  control  mechanism  under  me 
direction  of  the  Chancellor  and  the  Board  of  Trustees. 

Section  II  -  Definitions 
DATA  SUBJECT  -  "Data  Subject"  shall  mean  any  employee  or  student  for  whom 
personal  data  is  held  by  the  College. 

PERSONAL  DATA  •  "Personal  Data"  shall  mean  any  information  concerning  an 
individual  which,  because  of  name,  identifying  numoer,  mark  or  description,  can  be 
readily  associated  with  a  particular  individual. 

PERSONAL  DATA  SYSTEM  "Personal  Data  System"  shall  mean  a  collection 
of  records  containing  personal  data  except  criminal  offender  record  information  as 
defined  in  Section  167  of  Chapter  6. 

Section  III  -  Implementation  Responsibilities 

A.  Each  College  shall  appoint  an  individual  (hereinafter  referred  to  as  the 
F.I. P. A.  Administrator)  who  shall  be  responsible  for  the  overall  implementation  of 
this  policy,  whose  name  shall  be  posted  with  a  copy  of  these  regulations  ancfa  copy  of 
Chapter  776  of  the  Acts  of  1975  on  appropriate  bulletin  boards  at  the  College. 

B.  The  administrator  responsible  for  the  implementation  of  This  policy  shall 
inform  each  of  the  employees  of  the  College  who  have  any  responsibility  or  function  in 
the  design,  development,  operation  o.'  maintenance  of  the  Personal  Data  System,  or 
use  ot  any  personal  data  contained  tnerem,  ot  each  safeguard,  rule  and  regulation 
which  pertains  to  the  operation  of  the  Personal  Data  System,  and  of  civil  remedies 
available  to  individuals  whose  rights  under  Chapter  66A  are  allegedly  violated 


The  College  Shall: 


Section  IV  ■  Security  Procedures 


A  Identify  employees  who  have  access  to  personal  data  maintained  in  an 
authorized  data  system 

B  Disallow  any  outside  agency  or  individual  not  employed  by  the  College  access 
to  personal  data  unless  such  access  is  authorized  by  statute  or  regulation,  or  is  ap 
proved  by  the  College  and  by  the  data  subject  whose  personal  data  is  held 

C.  Insure  that  reasonable  precautions  are  taken  to  protect  personal  data  from 
dangers  of  fire,  theft,  flood,  natural  disaster,  or  other  psycial  threat. 

Section  V  -  Maintaining  Records  of  Data  Usage 
Each  College  shall  maintain  a  complete  and  accurate  record  of  access  to,  and 
every  use  of,  any  personal  data  in  any  Personal  Data  System. 

A.  In  the  case  of  Automated  Personal  Data  System,  and  to  the  meaxtmum  extent 
feasible  with  Manual  Personal  Data  Systems,  a  record  shall  be  maintained  of  every 
use  of  any  personal  data  in  any  Personal  Data  System,  including  the  identity  of  all 
persons  in  organizations  who  have  gained  access  to  personal  data  together  with  a 
description  of  the  intended  use  of  such  data 

B  The  College  shall  make  available  to  a  data  subject  upon  his  her  request,  in  a 
form  comprehensible  to  him  her,  a  list  of  the  uses  made  of  his  her  personal  data  This 
shall  include  the  identity  of  all  persons  and  organizations  which  have  gained  access  to 
the  data. 

C  Personal  data  shall  be  maintained  with  such  accuracy,  completeness, 
timeliness,  pertinence  and  relevance  as  is  necessary  to  assure  a  fair  determination  of 
a  data  subject's  qualificatons.  character,  rights,  opportunities  or  benefits  when  such 
determinations  are  based  upon  such  data. 


D.  Since  the  duties  of  College  personnel  require  frequent  or  routine  access  to 
personal  data,  the  fact  that  such  personnel  have  routine  access  is  hereby  published  in 
an  appropriate  manner. 

Section  VI  -  Access  to  Personal  Data 
Each  data  subject  shall,  upon  written  request,  be  granted  access  to  any  personal 
data  in  accordance  with  the  following  procedures: 

A.  Withitn  thirty  (30)  days  of  the  submission  of  a  written  request  to  review 
personal  data  by  a  data  subject,  the  College  shall  inform  the  data  subject  of  the  time 
and  place  in  which  the  data  may  be  reviewed  The  data  subject  shall  be  advised  of  all 
pertinent  costs  related  to  the  preparation  of  the  data  and  any  costs  relating  to  the 
duplication  of  such  data,  if  such  is  requested  by  the  data  subject.  While  transcripts 
obtained  after  the  first  one  cost  Si  .00,  duplication  of  other  data  requested  shall  cost  10 
cents  per  page. 

B.  A  college  official  must  be  present  at  all  times  when  data  materials  are 
reviewed. 

Section  VI I  -  Data  Subject  Objection 
A  data  subject  who  objects  to  the  denial  of  access,  collection,  maintenance, 
dissemination,  use,  accuracy,  completeness  or  type  of  personal  data  held  regarding 
him  or  her,  may  file  a  written  objection  with  the  F.I. P. A.  Administrator,  who  shall, 
within  thirty  (30)  days  of  the  receipt  thereof,  investigate  the  objection  and  within 
seven  (7)  days  of  the  completion  of  the  investigation,  advise  the  data  subject  in 
writing  of  the  results. 

If  the  F.I.  P.  A  Administrator  finds  there  is  merit  in  the  objection  presented  by  the 
data  subject,  he  or  she  shall  correct  the  subject's  personal  data.  If  the  F.I.P.A.  Ad- 
ministrator finds  there  is  no  merit  to  the  objection,  the  data  subject  may  within  thirty 
(30)  days  from  the  date  of  the  decision  of  the  F.I.P.A.  Administrator,  file  a  written 
appeal  with  the  President  of  the  College.  The  President  or  his  or  her  designee,  shall 
within  thirty  (30)  days  of  receiving  such  appeal,  review  all  relevant  materials  sub 
mitted  by  the  data  subject  and  the  F.I.P.A.  Administrator  and  shall  inform  the  data 
subject  and  the  F.I.P.A.  Administrator  in  writing  of  his-her  decision. 

If  the  President  finds  there  is  merit  in  the  appeal  presented  by  the  data  subject, 
he  or  she  shall  instruct  the  F.I.P.A.  Administrator  to  correct  the  subject's  personal 
data. 

If  the  College  President  finds  there  is  no  merit  in  the  complaint  presented  by  the 
data  subject,  a  record  of  the  proceedings  shall  be  included  in  the  data  subject's 
personal  data  and  included  in  any  subsequent  disclosure  or  dissemination  of  the 
disputed  data. 

Sec  ion  vill  -General  Procedures 

The  College  shall  insure  that  no  n»rv>nal  data  is  made  available  from  its  Personal 
Data  System  in  response  to  a  demand  tor  data  made  by  means  of  compulsory  legal 
process  unless  the  data  subject  has  been  notified  in  writing  of  such  demand  and  in  a 
reasonable  time  so  that  he  or  she  may  seek  to  nave  the  process  quashed. 
Section  IX  -  Enforcement  Procedures 

An  agency,  as  that  term  is  defined  in  Chapter  66A.  as  inserted  by  Chapter  776  of 
the  Acts  of  1975.  which  violates  any  provision  of  said  Chapter  66A,  as  inserted  by 
Chapter776  of  the  Acts  of  1975,  shall  be  liable  to  any  individual  who  suffers  any 
damage  as  a  rsultof  such  violations,  and  the  individual  damaged  may  bring  an  action 
against  such  agency  to  recover  any  damage  sustained.  Not  withstanding  any  liability 
for  actual  damages  as  may  be  shown,  such  agency  shall  be  liable  for  exemplary 
damages  of  not  less  than  one  hundred  dollars  for  each  violation  together  with  such 
costs  and  reasonable  attorney's  fees  as  may  be  incurred  in  said  action 

Any  agency  which  violates  or  proposes  to  violate  any  of  the  provisions  of  Chapter 
66A,  as  inserted  by  Chapter  776  of  the  Acts  of  1975,  shall  be  sublect  to  an  action  for 
injunction,  declaratory  judgment,  or  mandamus  issued  by  any  court  of  competent 
jurisdiction.  The  court  may  make  such  order  or  judgment  as  may  be  necessary  to 
prevent  any  agency  from  employing  practices  which  violate  Chapter  66A.  as  inserted 
by  Chapter  776  of  the  Acts  of  1975.  Actions  for  injunction  or  mandamus  under  this 
section  may  be  prosecuted  by  an  individual  or  by  the  attorney  general  in  the  name  of 
the  Commonwealth  upon  his  own  complaint  or  upon  the  complaint  of  any  individual. 

An  action  to  enforce  any  liability  created  under  Chapter  66A,  as  inserted  by 
Chapter  776  of  the  Acts  of  1975,  may  be  brought  in  any  court  of  competent  jurisdiction 
within  three  years  from  the  date  in  which  the  liability  arises;  provided,  however,  that 
where  a  defendant  had  materially  or  willfully  misused  any  personal  data  required  to 
be  disclosed  to  a  data  subject  according  to  the  provisions  of  Chapter  66A.  as  inserted 
by  Chapter  776  of  the  Acts  of  1975,  and  said  personal  data  so  misused  is  material  to  the 
establishment  of  the  defendant's  liability  to  the  data  subject,  the  action  may  be 
brought  at  any  time  within  three  yerars  after  such  misuse  is  discovered. 

If  any  of  these  regulations  should  conflict  with  applicable  provisions  of  the  federal 
Family  Educational  Rights  and  Privacy  Act  of  1974  (section  438  of  the  Feneral 
Education  Provision  Act,  added  by  Section  513  of  Pub  L  93  380  and  amended  by 
section  2  of  Pub  L.  93  568),  or  of  any  regulations  promulgated  pursuant  to  said  act, 
the  provisions  of  said  federal  act  or  federal  regulations  shall  control
